prominent religious jomaals. An a rulo, 
a majority of the religions newspapers 
have gone alter the false doctrine of pro- 
nibition, and in tho discussion of the 
question they never give, because they 
cannot give, any substantial reason for 
the faith that is within them. In the 
treatment ot the question of 
snoh papers aro not practical 
eon that they want prohibition or noth- 
ing,—that is, liquor mtiBt not be manu- 
factured at all, or it this cannot bo pre- 
vented, then whisky must be free,—a 
position tbat lacks common eonse and a 
common intelligence. 


'1'ho New York Christian Union, a re- 


ligious paper that has a wide circulation 
us well w great influence, bcu .recently 
takeu a strong position against political 
prohibition for the reason that it does not 
consider such a movement as tending to 
further tho cause of temperance. When 
speaking of prohibitory amendments, as 
impotent in bringing about temperance 
reform, the Christian Union makes this 
point: 


Tho south is wiser in this matter than 


the north. Georgia has made more pro- 
gress toward prohibition bv loco, option 
than Kansas and Iowa by legislation. 
"We think it would be easy to go on ana 
show that a criminal law cannot bo en- 
forced by a free govoinmeut exwpt; m 
communities where it is sustained by tho 
moral sense of eight-tenths of the com- 
munity; that is, by something very much 
more than a mere narrow political ma- 
ioritv 
But we do not propose to do so. 
For we shall not entar in* 3 a controversy 
with any,wine of tbe temperance army, 
howere/ unwise and impracticable we 
regard their method's. We shall fight 
intemperance in our way; the proniDi- 
tiomst.: tn»y fignt it in theirs; and the 
time shall show how much of us is right.

It 
can not be distinguished by ta'ito, and is 
an ^excellent drinking water. 
To-day 


there is flowing about twice as much 
water as yesterday. Tho drill is now 
working iu a tine grained sand 
stone. 


The layer just penetrated is probably 
the strata of rock known as the Mondota 
limestone, from its cropping out at that 
place. It is not properly a limestone at 
any place, though varying in the amount 
of calcareous matter it contains in differ- 
ent places, It has usually been found to 
bo about sixty feet in .thickness, and is 
one of the impervoous layers situated in 
tho Potodam series ot rooks. Hero it 
proved to be one hundred feet in thick" 
ness. The>rtesian well at Janesville 
struck into a canon tilled with drift, and 
it was only at a depth of three hundred 
and fifty feot that rook waa stru"k. and 
Prof. Chcmberlain thiuks that tho rook 
was tho Men dota limestone. There they 
reached the bottom of this layer at 370 
feet; and here, if tho calculations of the 
geologists about the woll are correct, i1 


has just been penetrated at a depth o 
810 feet. Below this the Janesvillo well 
showed the following strata;

This sandstone was composed largely 


of coarse quartz crystals, frequently of 
one-sixth of an inch in size. The Janes- 
villo well reaches this strata at a depth of 
about 1050 feet, and it is the chief water- 
bearing strata of the Potsdam series. I 
is intended to penetrate to this layer, if a 
satisfactory well is not reached before, 
and it is expected that it will not be 
struck until tho drill reaches a depth of 
at least 14G feat. At ten o'clock this 
runrning the well was down to a depth ot 
S-10 feet, and the stsady stream ot water 
•washes away the debris formed by tho 
drill,| so tbat advancement is rapid.— 
Itockford Gazelle.

Curing Tobacco. 


In hanging tho plants avoid crowding 


as space is as much on object with tobac 
co growers as with newspaper men, anc 
i£ the plants are overcrowded [the leaves 
are apt to sweat and rot. In about two 
weeks, however, the danger is pessed 
and the leaves will have commenced to 
"cure down," changing at first to yel 
low and from yellow to brown, tho natu- 
ral color of tho loaf. Too rapid caring I 
not desirable, since tho leaf ia apt to be 
dry and husky, rather than soft and eilky 
Kaep the sheds as dark as possible i 
dark colored leaf ie Bought for, and 
open, 
the 
doora 
if

shade 
is 
wished 
for. 
Close 


tbe doors next the sun at 'all times, anc 
open on tho other side, but open all 
during the night unless tho weather IB 
very muggy—a most dangerous time for 
the curing process, and tbe time when 
pole rot and sweat will ensue. 


After the plants or leaves aro all "cured 


down," oloee the sheds tight so that the 
color may even up, but should a damp 
spell come on, open the door, but not i 
rain beats in on the loaves. Before cut- 
ting tho plantB see that they are thor- 
oughly suckered, as tbo offshoots are 
liable to grow when hung up, and tho 
curing leaves coming in contact with 
them r.e apt to rot and be otherwise in- 
jured. Tobacco plants may be hung 
cither with twine or strings, on laths, a 
may be though: best. 


Both modes ol hanging in the sheds 


have their advocates, many claiming thai 
when hung on laths tho leaves cure bet 
ter and are Ir-ss liable to sweat or rot. 
\Vell ripened tobacco will cure faster 
than 
whfin 
only 
partially 
ripe 


henco there is less danger irom rot- 
ting when tbe plant in thoroughly ma- 
tured. Havana aeed tobacco must nol 
bo cut unless well ripened, as the leaves 
will to bitter if cut when green. 
The 


planis of this variety should stand in uhe 
fields so long as there is no danger from 
frosts, say from IS to 24 days after being 
topped, and in some oases even longer 
On low grounds, where the early fros 
nips the vegetation, the plants should be 
carefully watched ond cut, even if not 
ripe, since a severe froht, or any frost 
oven 8 "white" one, unfits tbo leaves for 
nee, and since nnripo tobacco ia bettor 
thau that touched by this merciless foe 
of tbe weed.—Scientific Farmer.
